Shortly after the Colorado Con- 
vention Mr. Regeusburg wrote me in 
regsird to a plan he had for increas- 
ing the Moving Picture Fund, 
which then amounted to between 
four and five thousand dollars, lie 
proposed to increase it to twenty 
thousand The idea of increasing 
tin- fund looked good to me; but 
when Mr. Regensburg informed me 
that the fund did not belong to the 
National Association of the Deaf, 
and that the latter had no authority 
over it, I did not feel enthusiastic 
toward his proposition. 

While at Colorado Springs the 
Slate treasurers present who had 
collected money for the fund held 
a meeting and elected a committee 
of five to have charge of the fund. 
No announcement of this meeting or 
election was made to the Convention, 
and as far as I know, no public 
anouncement of the election of the 
coram it tee has been made. I know 
nothing abort this committee until 
about two weeks after the Conveu 
tioii, when Mr. Regeusburg in 
formed me in his letter. 

I had been under the impression 
that the Moving Picture Fund was 
a N. A. I), project. In the circular 
calling for contributions and on 
which the money was raised it was 
made plain that such was the case. 
The circular was printed under the 
N A. I), heading, and was as fol- 
lows :— : 

"The Convention of the National 
Assoeiation of t lie Deaf, World's Con 
i the Deaf, will be held at Col- 
orado Springs, Colorado, from Satur- 
day, August 13, inclusive, 1910. 

"The Association is raising a fund 
for the purpose of taking and pre- 
serving, in moving pictures, address- 
es and lectures delivered in the sign 
language of the deaf by famous 
educators of the Deaf, such as Dr. 
M. GAXLAUDET, their greatest 
livinj; l>enefactor. These moving 
pictures will be exhibited l>efore the 
many thousand of deaf-mutes of this 
country, and also be preserved for 
the use of future generation. 

You know how valuable those 
Moving Picture* will be for religious, 
educational and entertainment pur- 
poses. You are earnestly requested 
to help the cause alone by contribut- 
ing TEN CENTS, or more, if you 
please. Any money that is not used 

tor Moving Picturee will be paid 
over to the Etndowmenl bund of the 
ociation to help the welfare of 
the Deaf." 

The above was printed on the

arrangement. I insisted that if the 
N. A D. was to be responsible for 
the Fund, it must have the final say 
in its management through the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

There also was this question : If 
the money did not belong to the N. 
A. D. , to whom did it belong ? 

Who would own the films ? Who 
would be entitled to the profits ? 
When thousands of dollars are in- 
volved it is not customary to leave 
matters in such indefinite shape with- 
out some understanding as to owner- 
ship. 

I wish it distinctly understood 
that I have not at any time charged 
Mr. Kegensburg with dishonesty or 
intentional wrongdoing. In my 
opinion the transaction merely in- 
dicates a lack of the observance of 
proper business methods. 

Mr. Kegensburg finally realized 
that his position was untenable, 
and consented to recognize the 
authority of the Executive Com- 
mittee, From the first I desired to 
avoid an open quarrel, and sought 
to settle the matter with Mr. Re- 
geusburg A long and tedious cor- 
respondence ensued between us. 

The CommUtee selected by the 
State treasurers at Colorado Springs 
consisted of Messrs. Gray, Regens- 
burg, Loucks, Drake, and Cairell. 
These men were entirely satisfactory 
to me, and two of them, Messrs. 
Drake and Regensburg, were already 
members of the Ex. Com. To give 
the Committee due authority and at 
the same time keep the controlling 
power in the Ex. Com. , I proposed 
to appoint the treasurer's committee 
and add two from the Ex. Com., so 
that a majority would he members 
of the latter. To this Mr. Regens- 
burg objected that a committee of 
seven would be too large for effi- 
cient work. 

Then I proposed to appoint his 
committee on condition that expen- 
ditures should be subject to ap- 
proval of the President of the N A. 
D. , as representing the Ex. Com., 
and that committee should report its 
actions to me from time to time. 

To this Mr. Regensburg objected 
vehemently and strenuously, claim- 
ing that it would give the Presideut 
too much power. Some of his letters 
were extremely bitter in tone. 

But the more he objected the' 
more I was resolved that the fund 
should be subject to the control of the 
Ex. Com. 

Even now I an unable to see why 
Mr. Regensburg should object so 
strongly to my proposition, which I 
believe will appeal to any fair-minded 
person as just and reasonable. One 
of the points on which we could not 
agree was the matter of making 
public reports of what was being 
done. I believe in publicity ; Mr. 
Regersburg apparently does not. 
Iu one of his letters he said: 
' ' Please do not make public any- 
thing about Gallaudet films. Leave 
it to my Committee." Mr. Regens- 
burg has not given out anything 
about these films until quite recent- 
ly. Most of the information that 
has been published has come from 
sources outside the committee. 

l'.eing unable to reach an agree- 
ment with Mr. Regensburg, the mat* 
ter was finally submitted to the Ex. 
Com. through private correspon- 
dence. This required a great deal of 
work. In order that each member 
should be fully informed of all the 
facts, I sent copies of the correspon- 
dence to each member. This in- 
volved making nine copies of each 
letter. This correspondence will be 
submitted through the Journ v 
that all may judge for themselves 
as to the merits of the case. 

On December 20th, 1910, Mr. 
Roberts submitted the following 
motion which emlmdied my views aa 
to how the matter should be settled. 

" I move that the Executive Com- 
mittee of the N. A. I), officially re- 
cognize the five members elected at 
Colorado Springs by the State 
treasurers of the Moving Picture 
Fund as a committee to manage that 
fund, and that it shall be authorized 
to expend 1 with the approval of the 
lent of the N. A. D., the money 
of this fund, and that this committee 
shall I tired to report from 

time to time its actions to the Presi- 
dent." The motion was seconded 
by F. P. Gibson. 

A similar motion, embodvin 
same ideas was received from Mr. 
Allabough at about the same time, 
bul not used. 

My arguments were sent to all the 



members of the Ex. Com., including 
Mr. Kegensburg, and I requested 
other members to observe the same 
rule and send their arguments to all 
the members alike. Mr. Regensburg, 
however, wrote to certain members, 
but not to others. What arguments 
he used I do not know, and con- 
sequently could not answer, except 
in cases where the recipient of his 
letters sent them to me or imformed 
me of their contents. 

Mr. Regensburg bitterly opposed 
Mr. Roberts' motion, and in its 
place proposed that the President be 
made a member ex-efficio of his com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Allabough, seeing that Mr. 
Regensburg was greatly wrought up 
over the matter, and in the hope that 
it would afford a peaceable solution 
of the tangle, offered a motion iu 
accordance with Mr. Regensburg' s 
wishes, as follows: 

" I move that the Executive Com- 
mittee of the N. A. D. do recognize 
and approve of the Moving Picture 
Fund Committee selected by the 
State treasurers at Colorado Springs, 
and furthur that the President of 
said Association be ex-officio member 
of the Committee to represent the 
Executive Committee." This motion 
was seconded by Mr. Regensburg. 

It is observed that this would 
make a committee of six, — three 
members and three non- members of 
the Ex. Com. , and also that the 
committee would not be required to 
make reports. 

I objected to this motion that the 
Ex. Com. , the body legally author- 
ized to control N. A. D. affairs, 
would not have control over the M. 
P. fund, and could not call for re- 
ports from the committee ; also be- 
cause it would involve considerable 
extra work for me to be a member 
of the moving picture committee in 
addition to work with the Ex. Com- 
mittee. 

The discussion over this matter 
extended over several months. Then 
I made another effort to settle the 
blatter amicably with Mr. Regeus- 
burg, but without success. Finally 
the question was put to a vote by the 
Ex. Com. with the following result: 

In favor of Mr. Roberts' motion, — 
Fbx, Roberts, Gibson, Rothert, 
Hanson — Total 5. 

In favor of Mr. Allaboughs mo- 
tion, — Freeman, Allabough Drake, 
Regeusburg— Total 4. 

Mr. Robert's motion was adopted. 

While the question was under con- 
sideration by the Ex. Com., Mr. 
Regensburg called a halt on further 
collections for the M. P. fund. This, 
I regret, I have been blamed for 
killing the moving picture project, 
and for lacking consideration for Mr. 
Regensburg. I regret as much as any 
one the difference of opinion between 
us. But I have simply endeavored to 
carry out the duties of my office as 
I see them, and I do not see how 
I could have acted otherwise. After 
presenting my side, I leave it to the 
judgment of a fair and intelligent 
public opinion. 

Since the decision of the Kx. Cora. , 
Mr. Regensburg has handed in his 
resignation from the M. P. com- 
mittee together with the other mem- 
bers of the committee. Mr. Drake 
handed in his resignation some time 
ago in order to be better able to work 
for the Nt A. D. in other directions. 
As to Mr. Regensburg, I have not 
accepted his resignation, and an cor- 
responding with him with a view to> 
arriving at a reasonable and sensible 
solution of our differences. I have 
found no fault with the work he has 
done. Ou the contrary, I have often 
commended it. AH I insist on is 
that the pledges made in the name 
of the N. A. D. shall be carried out, 
and I consider Mr. Regensburg 
under obligation to carry out his 
part of the undertaking.

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California Takes the Initiative 

Federation is to bb Formally 
Launched in a National 
Congress during thk Pa- 
nama - Pacific Exposition — 
Hodgson, Veditz, Fox, Rb- 
gbnshukc and sslig ark 
Invited to Head Commit- 
tees — Interstate Conven- 
tion of 1912 is to Meet 
under Auspices of the Cali- 
fornia Association. 

At a meeting of the Board of 
Directors of the California State As- 
sociation ou October 22d, President 
Tilden delivered a speech thiswise : 
" The outlook is that the C. A. D. 
will concern itself with momentous 
events from now to 191 5. 

" In my opinion, the Association 
should assume the control of the 
national matters iu regard to federa- 
tion. It will be the one great issue 
from now till the doors of the Ex- 
position open. 

" I am forced to that conclusion 
because up to this moment the 
American deaf have made but little 
progress in this important plan. It 
would be much more fitting for the 
N. A. D. to take hold of the federa- 
tion busiuess, but President Hanson 
refuses to have anything to do with 
the idea, in spite of the expressed 
wishes of the Colorado Convention 
There being nothing, doing, we our- 
selves have to assume the harness. 
It is to be a beneficent usurpation. 
" As you know, the C. A. D. is to 
have its triennial meeting in 191 2 
(the coming summer.) 

" I believe that the interstate 
convention should meet at the same 
time California is the logical 
place for such a conference. It is 
here that an exposition is to. take 
place in connection with one of the 
greatest human undertakings. The 
exposition is to become a scene of 
many conventions, and it is natural 
that the C. A. D. should interest it- 
self iu a national gathering of the 
deaf during that time So the inter- 
state convention should meet here 
under our auspices to exchange 
ideas and make preparations for the 
greater convention in 1915, which 
we the Californiaus will have to 
carry out. 

" My present ideas are this wise : 
We are to have our State convention 
iu the coming summer. At the same 
time, we issue an invitation to all the 
State Associations to meet here. 
Naturally we expect in most cases 
only one repesentative from each of 
such associations, preferably an offi- 
cer, such as present or secretary. 
Proxies also can be sent. While they 
Will pay their own travelling ex- 
penses, they will be our guests dur- 
ing a week, free of charge to them. 
They will be spectators of our con- 
vention during three days, after 
which they will buck down to their 
own affairs. I will of course also 
write Present Hanson to come out 
and be an onlooker and possibly be- 
come convert. 

"The purpose of the interstate 
convention will be principally to 
formulate a set of federation laws 
and appoint provisional officers 
(pres., v. p., sec'y, and treasurer) 
to act till 1915. They will set the 
laws in motion right away, carry on 
an executive correspondence, and, 
as before mentioned, make prepara- 
tions for the national congress iu 
1 )t 5, where, on the National Federa- 
tion being formally launched, regu- 
lar officers will be elected. 

In my opinion, Mr. Regeusburg 
should be the next president of our 
Cal. State association. I hear he is 
thinking of moving to Berkeley. 
This would be an advautage. He 
has qualifications, and, what is bet- 
ter, he will be the link that unites 
us to the Eastern deaf. 

"If agreeable to the delegates to 
the interstate convention, I may 
take the position of provisional pre- 
sideut aud do all I can to further the 
federation plan from 19 12 to 1915. 
There is plenty of time to talk about 
that from now till next summer 
After all, I may not be able to assume 
much responsibility, for I may be 
called upon to assist in the adorn- 
ment of the great exposition, which 
will make me quite busy. I do not 
know. We will wait. We will also 
see how the American deaf accept 
the ideas I told you about in this re- 
port. Shonld I become temporary 
president, it is with distiuct under- 



standing that I will accept no office 
in 1915. It would be an insult to 
the Eastern deaf, if they travel 3,000 
miles on our invitation, only to find 
that everything has been cooked be- 
forehand and is being served out 
cold. California should do only clean 
politics. 

' ' If you approve of the scheme I 
have explained, I desire you to 
empower me to enter into corre- 
spondence with such of the leading 
American deaf as we know are 
friendly to federation. Mr. Hodgson 
has lately announced in an editorial 
that we ought to act about national 
unity. Veditz's staunch advocacy 
of federation is well known, Mr. 
Regeusburg is a warm supporter. 
There are other deaf-mutes of an 
equally, clear vision, such as Fox, 
Hunt, Goldberg, etc. 

"On your recommendation, I 
would start by appointing Commit- 
tees right away. To Hodgson I 
would tender the Chairmanship of 
committee on Press and Publicity, 
with the privilege of choosing four 
other committeemen. He will pub- 
lish articles. 

' ' I would write Veditz to assume 
chairmanship and Committee on Le- 
gislation, he to choose his own com- 
mitteemen His duty will be to draft 
a set of laws for consideration by the 
Interstate Convention to meet here in 
1912 . Also from 1912 to 1915 dur- 
ing which the laws will be put in 
operation, the Veditz Committee will 
act as a Supreme Court with power 
to interpret on change laws. 

" I would ask Fox to get up a 
Committee on Participation. He is 
to correspond with all State Associa- 
tions and urge them to send dele- 
gates to Berkeley in 1912, or at least 
to signify their approval of federation 
and their interest in the great event 
that is eventually to take place in 

I9I5- 

" I would appoint Regensburg -to 
take charge of the Committee on 
Federation Mission to Europe. The 
duty of his committee is to get up a 
commission to go abroad and get 
federation ideas, which are to be re- 
ported to the interstate convention. 

" I would choose Isadore Selig to 
look after the entertainment of the 
delegates to the interstate conven- 
tion. 

' ' If there are any other Committees 
to be suggested by you, I will 
carry out your suggestions; 

" I think I have mapped out a 
scheme which will make all of us well 
occupied from now till 191 5 The 
C. A. D. has no ax to grind. Its 
activity will be concentrated in an 
attempt to be of benefit to the whole 
American deaf, and if it has to 
assume control of the federation 
plan, it is, as I said, a beneficent 
usurpation only because of the 
want of leadership somewhere else 
Of course the beautiful scheme as 
unfolded in the above, will hardly be 
worth the waste of time if, on 
my corresponding with Hodgson, 
Veditz, etc, I find them unresponsive 
or see that there is a tendency to 
pull the other way by means of 
counter propositions. In that case, 
the project may as will be given up. 
I will go to work if the American 
deaf back me ; I will not waste time 
in fighting for a good thing. 

' ' Once the scheme is launched, 
we of course are to act as if there is 
no N. A. D. in existence. We have 
to ignore it. We are sorry to do so; 
but there is no help for it. 

" In 1915 we will invite all as- 
sociations, all societies, all individ- 
uals to meet in the great national 
congress (not international con- 
gress. ) We will not forget the N. 
A. D. If, in the opinion of the con- 
gress, the N. A. D. should become 
merged with our federation and, on 
assuming control of it, take on the 
new name of the National Federation 
of the Deaf, we will not say Nay. 
But if the N. A. D. keeps away, 
then we will go on as a distinct 
national organization. 

" The main thing now is to act. 
We have delayed long enough about 
federation. We have been pulling 
this or that way without purpose. 

"That we ought to haves national 
unity by means of affiliated associa- 
tions, is so much in the nature of an 
axiom that it is almost absurd to 
discuss its merits. 

"So that there may be no mis- 
understanding, I will now state that 
what I want is that you will be in 
the first place merely recommend 
that my suggestions be carried out. 
On such a motion being passed, I 
will enter into correspondence with 



leading deaf-mutes as above men- 
tioned." 

The Board unanimously passed 
this resolution: "That the Board ap- 
prove of the president's suggestions 
and tell him to go ahead." 

Mr. Regensburg offered through 
Director Selig, the following resolu- 
tions, which were adopted: 

"Resolved, That the C. A. D. 
endorse Mr. Regeusburg' s sugges- 
tion for the appointment of a Com- 
mission to study the Federation 
system aboard and report to the In- 
terstate Convention of 191 2 to meet 
under the auspices of the C. A. D. 

"Resolved, That we as an organi- 
zation interested in the advancement 
of the Deaf of the State aud Nation, 
pledge the amount of $25.00 for the 
purpose of defraying the travelling 
expenses of the Commission, provid- 
ed ten other State associations signi- 
fy their intention to make a like 
contribution; and, 

" Resolved, That Mr. Regensburg 
be invited to take charge of the Com- 
mission Scheme, and that we suggest 
to him that all indivdual contributors 
donating the sum of Ten Dollars or 
more, be allowed a vote iu the selec- 
tion of the members of the Com- 
mission "

OFFICIAL LETTER. 

The Secretary is iu receipt of an 
official letter from Mrs. Elmer R. 
Bates, which is bubbling over with 
enthusiasm over the decision reached 
by the N. A. D. to hold the next 
convention in Cleveland, her home 
city. The ouly thing lacking to 
fill the cup of happiness is an official 
notification from the proper N. A. 
D. official. This official she thinks, 
should also apprise the Mayor, the 
leading business, civic and women 
organizations of the deaf. She 
gives a list of them. This method 
of procedure she believes is neces- 
sary to arouse great enthusiasm. 
Mr. Hodgson's editorial reference to 
the advantage of having a slogan as 
good as "Pike's Peak or Bust," met 
with instant favor, and a cash prize 
is offered t the member coining the 
best one. Mrs. Bates' letter is a long 
one, but she apologized, saying it 
"will save an immense amount of 
correspondence if 1 embody all at 
once some of the preliminary de- 
tails. ' ' The following is taken from 
the letter :— 

"Thank you very much for your kind 
note. I assure you we appreciate aucb 
friendly words, indicating, as they do, that 
the way wilt be smoothed for ua by our 
friends. 

"Cleveland has tried to keep clear of 
all entanglements and ha* made a very 
quiet campaign. We realized that we 
were a new organization and that it would 
be an undeserved honor if the National 
Association should hold iu convention 
here where the deaf have only juat begun 
to find their proper civic position. 

" You offered your services should we 
desire to make any announcement through 
your office as secretary. To tell the truth I 
should like to avail myself of that offer 
Immediately, but ethics compel me to con- 
fess that I scarcely know whether our or- 
ganization has been officially notified of the 
selection of Cleveland as the convention 
city. My own idea is that possibly your 
president should at once send a letter ad- 
dressed to me as president of the Cleve- 
land Association of the Deaf and notify u* 
in such a form that it can go on the records 
aud in order that the letter may go to the 
newspapers and other proper channels 
Naturally we cannot make any announce- 
ments based merely on what was announc- 
ed in the Journal. 

" You will readily see that these letters 
reaching these sources simultaneously 
with our announcement through the daily 
press will lend great weight to the prelf- 
miuary work and make it easier for us iu 
the end. I do not believe in starting off 
with such an undertaking in too hasty and 
half-cocked a manner and the first thing 
the reporters would do would be to call up 
these various places and persons mentioned 
and ask if they had heard of the N. A. D 
convention, and naturally their reply 
would be of great importance.

Hem of the National Association of 
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Mr. Spear gives very elaborate de- 
tails how the Spear plan will guard 
against auy contingency for future 
squabbles in the N. A. D. and for 
that reason it must lie better than a 
State Federation plan. The details 
of his plans are admirable and would 
serve very well their purpose if adopt- 
ed for temporary purposes in place of 
the present constitution which leaves 
much to the " common sense" of the 
President for interpretation, a judg- 
ment which, however honest it may 
try to be, is not always reliable or in- 
fallible. 

The supporters of the Federation 
plan have only concerned themselves 
about the principle of the thing, and 
see in it only the future salvation of 
the Association. They have not yet 
busied themselves with details, but 
nearly all of those constitutional 
amendments provided for in the 
Spear plan could easily be.incorporat- 
ed in the Federation plan without 
affecting the Federation principle a 
whit. In fact, Tilden in his Federa- 
tion plan had incorporated practical- 
ly the same amendments, couched 
perhaps in different words but serv- 
ing the same purpose. Many of 
those on the Federation Committee 
elaborated the same points, but un 
fortunately they were never publish- 
ed for general study 

Federation is bound to win. It 
will come when we least expect it 
Kven Mr. Spear admits there is 
something in it Mr. Goldberg 
after writing a column about " dis 
organized organized," much of 
which was too deep for our under- 
standing, finally arrives at the con- 
clusion that there is virtue in federa- 
tion. He differs merely in matter 
of details. Many State Associations 
have unofficially endorsed the Fed 
eration plan, but until those who are 
" higher up" take the initiative, 
there is nothing for them to do. So 
in the meantime the movement 
languishes. 

If but a half a dozen of the 
leaders, including Spear, could 
get together only for 24 hours, the 
battle would be over and the victory 
won. The next plan feasible, is 
the adoption of Mr. Regensburg's 
suggestion for the appointment of a 
Paris Federation Commission, to 
study the plan used abroad, so 
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successfully, and report to the As- 
sociations who shared in the expense 
of sending them. It may 
strange to us, who hold ourselves in 
tellectually above our foreign breth- 
ren, to go to them for ideas, but the 
French, I believe, are more practical 
than we are, and are older than us 
in years of experience. We may find 
a lot to study from them. We read 
every day of commissions being ap- 
pointed to study certain improve- 
ments or problems in other cities or 
abroad, and the same plan could be 
applied successfully by us. There 
is certainly nothing to lose, and even 
were nothing learned, there still 
would be cause for congratulation in 
being so fittingly represented abroad, 
and each association who contribut- 
ed $25.00 to the expense fund would 
share in the glory of having been 
represented. Let some State As- 
sociation start the good work. 

' ' Beggar? should not be choosers. ' ' 
The N. A. D. has not been paying 
the Journal a cent for the use of its 
columns as our official organ. It is 
doubtful that 56 of its 400 members 
even take it. Therefore, we have no 
right to dictate to Mr. Hodgson terms 
for which be receives nothing in re- 
turn. The rebuke on the Journal 
was totally unwarranted. Mr. Hodg- 
son deserves our thanks. He has 
labored years in and years out 
for the N. A. D. If we were pay- 
ing for services rendered, I other- 
wise might agree with Mr. Spear. 

Of all the surprises, the most as- 
tonishing is the ruling of the Presi- 
dent of the Association that delin- 
quent members (including Kxcutive 
Committee members; can make mo- 
tions, vote, etc., " because there is 
nothing in the present laws to pre- 
vent their voting." In the next 
breathe he tells us " in the absence 
specific provision, we must use 
I COMMON Mr. Common

Mr. Hanson cleverly dodges the 
main issue.

told, that members have until the 
next convention to pay up their ar- 
rears in order to again beo 
"members in good standing." I 
am told an amendment or a resolu- 
tion was once passed to this effect, 
although it does not appear in oar 
Cot members

*1 or legal right to vote. In fact, 



if the matter was taken into the 
court, any member could have an 
injunction served preventing these 
two delinquent votes from being 
counted in. They received two 
notices, one from the Treasurer 
and one from the President and 
ignored both of them. If their votes- 
were needed to "show the true senti- 
ment of the Committee why was such 
a tremendous objection raised 
against Mr. Tilden, whose resigna- 
tion was never accepted, and there- 
fore merely a delinquent member, 
for offering a few suggestion ? 

Lastly, going back once more to 
the question of the legality of votes, 
it will be observed that at every na- 
tional convention, before we buckle 
down to business, the secretary reads 
off the rooster of the members who 
are in good standing and then warns 
the delegates who either have not 
enrolled or are in arrears that they 
have to pay or they will not be able 
to vote. Thereupon the Treasurer 
goes around in the audience and col- 
lects the assessments, all of which is 
proper and in due conformity with 
the procedure laid down by law. 

Now, with the precedent clearly 
before us under our noses, how can 
we say that what is imperative in 
case of a convention, is not binding 
in the case of a committee which is 
a deliberative and governing body 
sitting continually through three 
years ? Whether the law of the N. 
A. D, is rotteu or not, is not the 
question; there is the law fully 
clothed with the authority of custom 
or precedent that cannot be ingored. 

President Hanson also utterly 
misconstrues the meaning of our 
Executive Committee, relying on the 
definition by Roberts of a Committee 
as a working body where a chair- 
man can take part in the discussions, 
whereas the executive committee is 
a deliberative and governing body 
possessing very important powers, 
such as absolute control of funds, the 
choosing of the meeting place for 
the next convention, etc. The 
committeemen are not advisers of 
the President in the sense that the 
members of the United States 
Cabinet are ; the committeemen are 
legislators who can originate mea- 
sures. The executive committee 
should be more properly designated 
as a Board, a Council, a Senate, in 
which a president can sit but have 
no voice, unless he vacates the 
chair. 

Hanson should have thrown out 
the two votes, upon which the de- 
liquents pay up and a member moves 
immediately for a reconsideration. 
On the matter being gone over once 
more, the sentiment of the committee 
iore accurately ascertained, as 
Hanson wished it should be done. 
This is in accordance with Ro- 
berts, as any novice knows, and is 
certainly better than the ignorant 
czarism which is the glaring defect 
of Hanson- s acts with all his honest 
intentions.

Whose brother, the Archbishop, had 
obtained an audience with the Holy 
Father, laying before him the work 
among lhe deaf in this country. 
His brother Jesuit, Father Moeller, 
was in full accord with the work- 
ings of the Khphela Sooiety, and 
like himself believed the Catholic 
deal should work together aa a unit 
for themselves and their unfor- 
iiuate brethren, under tin* Khphetan 
banner.

"It had been the custom la the 
factory to give him his instruction. 
'While the kuife Gill was using 
was only two inches long, it was 
sharply pointed. Gill was un- 
conscious at the hospital aud no 
statement waa obtained from him. 
The femoral artery in the thigh 
had been cut and the loss of blood 
caused death. It is believed the 
wound was received iu au accident 
and an inqutst will be held. Gill, 
who wtsa deaf-mute, was employed 
as a harness maker. 

While awaitiug the arrival of (he 
ambulance at the factory and during 
the ride to the hospital be vainly 
tried to eoniniuiiieate with persona 
who gathered about him. He was 
uuable to write aud explain the 
cause of the wouud. His iuability 
to speak probably waa indirectly 
the cause of his death, aa it pre- 
vented him from calling aid. 

Henry F. Gill, a brother, arrived 
soon after the man was found. 

"I am convinced my brother's 
death was accidental. He said he 
had nothing but friends in this 
factoiy and has always been well 
liked. I believe that he must have 
somehow driven the knife into his 
thigh while he was working. In- 
stead of letting others know about 
the accident, he climbed two flights 
of stairs to examine the wound and 
then tried to climb down, when he 
dropped from exhaustion." 

Joseph Wright, No. 1509 Hickory 
street, an elevator conductor, heatd 
him fall. He found the man be- 
ween the fifth and sixth floors. A 
wouud on hia head is believed to 
have been caused by a fall. 

Special Policemeu Beccard and 
Arcbey reported that they fouud DO 
sign of a struggle in the factory. 
Near the place where Gill had rest- 
ed blood was fouud ou the floor. 

Gill was 55 years old and not 
married. He had been emyloyed 
at the harness factory for seven 
years. He made his home with his 
mother, Mis. Rose Gill, at No. 1718 
Wagoner Place. He is survived by 
his mother, three brothers, Henry 
F., Patrick F. and Thomas B. Gill, 
and one sister, Miss Lillie Gill.

'■'lie Uallnndrf memorial. 

It Ih proposed to exeats* uemoitsl 

to the late Rev. Thomaa llallaudet, 
U.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St Ann's Church foi 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
ia situateil on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, ami is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the itreet, to permit the erec- 
tion of such a liuihliiiK as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 

of religious an'i social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped dining his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
Would have completed the church 
with which his DafTfi has always 
been associated. This was not pei- 
mitted, and it is sugKealcd as a 
most fitting memorial lo him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ami'a Charon is used wholly for 
the deaf-mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used tor the social, 
ligious aud industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount, required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
Itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to hiin whose life was devoted lo the 
silent peoples They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
